■when,  upon  counting  the  votes  it  appeared  that  James  Dill  was 
elected  Secretary,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Senate. 

The  Senate,  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant 
Secretary  ;  when  upon  counting  the,  votes  it  appeared  that 
John  H.  Farnham  was  elected  Assistant  Secretary,  by  unani- 
mous vote. 

The  Senate,  then  proceeded  to  tbe  election  of  a  Door-keeper ; 
when  after  four  several  ballotings,  John  Medcap  was  elected 
Door-keeper,  he  having  on  the  last  ballot  received  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  votes  present. 

And  the  said  officers  were   severally  sworn  into  office  by  the 
honorable  Isaac  Blackford.

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed,  that 
a  quorum  of  the  Senate  have  assembled  ;  have  elected  James 
Dili  secretary,  John  H.  Farnham  assistant  secretary,  and  John 
Medcap  door-keeper,  and  are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  legisla- 
tive business. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Stapp  communicate  that  informatioDo

On  motion  by  Mr  Ray, 

The  Senate  adjourned  until  2  o'clock,  P,  M' 

2  o''cloek,  P.  M. 
Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Thornton,  informed  the  Senate,  that  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives  have  met,  formed  a  quorum,  elected  David  H.  Max- 
well, SpeaJier.  Henry  P.Thornton,  Principal  Clerk,  James  F.  D. 
Lanier  Assistant  Clerk,  James  M.  Ray,  enrolling  Clerk,  and 
John  Moore,  Door-keeper,  and  are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  legis- 
lative business.

TUESDAY,  Decembers,  1823. 

Senate  assembled. 

Mr.  Slaughter  from  the  counties  of  Harrison  and  Crawford^ 
who  arrived  on  yesterday — appeared,  took  his  seat,  and  was  ad- 
ded to  the  committee  of  ways  and  means 

Mr.  Arion  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  informed  the 
Senate,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  have  appointed  Mes- 
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srs.  A  lion  and  BJake  a  committee  on  their  part  toi  act  with  a 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  wait  on  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  hoth  Houses  of  the  General 
Assembly  have  convened,  elected  their  officers  and  are  now  ready 
to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to 
them  ;  and  to  learn  from  him  at  what  time  he  wdl  make  such 
communication. 

On  motion  by  Mr,  Gregoiy, 

The  .Senate  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  eilrolling  Secreta- 
ry, when  after  three  several  ballotings,  Rollin  C.  Dewey  was 
declared  to  be  duly  elected  enrolling  secretary  to  the  Senate? 
for  the  present  session;  he  having  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  votes  present,  to  wit : — Ten  votes. 
On  motion  by  Mr.  Harrison, 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  sergeant-at-arms, 
when  after  three  several  ballotings,  the  Senate  being  equally  di- 
vided,the  Presidentof  the  Senate  decided  that  Francis  N.  Moore 
should  be  the  sergeant-at-arms  during  the  present  session. 

Mr,  Stapp  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  election  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice  Presidentof 
the  United  States  , 

Which  was  read  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  on  to-mor' 
row. 

M-.  Milroy  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  present  the  petition  of 
David  Fouts  and  others,  members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  com- 
monly called  Sharon  Church; 

VVliich  was  read  and  refered  to  a  committee  composed  of 
Messrs.  Milroy  and  Graham,  with  leave  to  report  ihereon. 

Mr.  Gregory  from  the  committee  on  unfinished  business,  re- 
ported that  they  had  performed  that  duty,  and  find  the  impeach- 
ment of  Lewis  R.  Rogers,  clerk  of  the  Martin  Circuit  Court  to 
have  been  postponed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
•mtil  the  second  Monday  in  December,  1823. 

Mr.  Gregery  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  introduce  the  peti- 
ilon  of  Moses  Kitchell  and  others,  relative  to  the  state  road  lead- 
ing from  Brookviile  to  Indianapolis  ; 

Which  was  read  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Gregory  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  introduce  the  peti- 
tion of  Isaac  Reed  and  others,  relative  to  the  navigation  of  Big 
Blue  river; 

Which  was   read   and    refered  to  a  committee  composed   of 
xtlessfs.  Gregory,  Johnson,  Raridon  and  Craig. 
On  motion, 

Francis  N  Moore,  sergeant-at-arms  was  called  into  the  Senate 
ohamber,  and  the  oath  of  office  administered  to  him  by  the  honor- 
able Ju-i;.e  Blackford. 
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Mr.  Stapp  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  introduce  the  petition 
of  Willliam  Fields  and  Elizabeth  Fields,  alias  Arbuckle,  praying 
an  act  to  legalise  their  marriage  ; 

Which  was  read  and  referred  to   a   committee  composed    of 
Messrs.  iStapp  and  Milroy. 
On  motion  by  Mr.  Craig, 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  on  state  roads  be  appointed,  and 
Messrs.  Craig,  Harrison,  Ray,  Milroy  and  Gregory  were  appoint- 
ed that  committee. 

Mr.  Ray  from  the  committee  on  the  subject,  reported  that  they 
had  waited  on  his  Excellency  and  received  for  answer,  that  he- 
would  on  this  day  at  1 1  o'clock,  comraunicate  to  each  House  sep- 
arately by  Mr.  Payne  his  private  secretary 

Mr.  Gregory  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  introduce  the  peti- 
tion of  iSevier  Lewis,  sheiiR"'ii  Shelby  county,  praying  relief  i.'i 
certain  cases  of  delinquencies  ; 

Which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  of  ways  and 
means 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Thompson, 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Stapp  and  Milroy  be  added  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Slaughter, 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  enquire  of  the  House  of  Represen 
tatives,  whether  it  is  their  intention  to   prosecute  the   impeach 
ment  commenced  at  last  session  against  Lewis  R.  Rogers  clerk  ol' 
the  Martin  circuit  court. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Slaughter  make  that  enquiry. 

The  following  written  message  was  received  from  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Payne  his  private  Secretary,  which 
was  read: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the 

House  of  Representatives, 

In  meeting  to;^ether  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  im- 
portant trusts  committed  to  us,  our  minds  are  naturally  led  to 
a  retrospect  of  the  past,  as  well  as  to  a  contemplation  of  the  fu- 
ture— to  those  incidents  which  mark  the  providential  interfer- 
ence of  a  great  superintending  cause,  and  the  large  degree  ot 
gratitude  we  owe,  for  the  bounties  of  the  past  year.  We  have 
enjoyed  peace  and  tranquility  at  home,  and  abroad — have  wit- 
nessed the  influence  of  good  principles  and  religion  on  the  mo- 
rals of  men — have  seen  general  health  restored  to  the  communi- 
ty, after  a  season  however,  in  which  the  autumnal  diseases  of  the 
country,  have  been  less  severe  than  in  former  years;  and  whilst 
others  are  complaioing  of  the  want  ot  the  neces.«aries  of  life,  th-j 
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great  complaint  of  our  citizens,  is  a  superabundance  of  those  ne- 
cessaries; or  what  is  the  same  thing,  the  want  of  a  market  for 
our  surplus  produce. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  last  session,  the  work  of  tlie  re* 
vision  of  the  laws  was  commenced,  and  has  recently  been 
brought  to  a  close;  a  report  of  which  will  be  made  to  you,  on  the 
day  required  by  the  act  authorizing  that  service.  This  report 
will  notice,  various  amendments  deemed  necessary  to  he  made, 
in  our  code,  and  supersede  the  necessity  of  mentioning  them  in 
this  communication. 

The  copies  of  a  Joint  resolution  of  tlie  General  Assembly  re- 
lative  to  the  Illinois  Grant  in  Clark  county,  liave  been  duly  for- 
warded, and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  they  have  safely  ar- 
rived, and  to  receive  assurances,  lliat  the  early  attention  of  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia  would  be  directed  to  the  subject. 

Shortly  after  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  a  letter  was 
received  from  the  Governor  of  Illinois-  enveloping  a  certified  co-' 
py  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  that  state  relating  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Wabash.  By  this  act  the  governor  was  authorized 
to  ?.ppoint  commissioners  to  examine,  in  conjunction  with  com- 
missioners from  this  state,  the  obstructions  in  the  navigation  of 
that  river,  from  its  mouth,  to  the  point  due  north  of  Vincennes, 
where  it  ceases  to  be  the  boundary  of  the  two  states.  This  com- 
menced a  correspondence,  which  resulted  in  the  appointment  of 
commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  "Grand  Rapids" 
ot  that  stream,  and  the  minor  rapids,  shoals,  ripples  and  obstruc- 
tions both  above  and  below,  for  the  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  a- 
greeably  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Indiana  of  the 
2!  of  January,  1822.  On  the  part  of  this  state,  William  Polke, 
Esq.  of  Knox  county  was  appointed  commissioner,  who  in  con- 
junction with  a  commissioner  on  the  part  of  Illinois,  proceeded 
on  the  27th  of  October  last,  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  requir- 
ed. From  thfse  commissioners,  a  report  has  already  been  re- 
ceived, containing  much  valuable  information,  relative  to  that 
river. 

The  statute  under  which  this  examination  was  made,  confined 
it  to  the  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  including  the  "Grand  Rapids." 
i  was  somewhat  pressed,  to  extend  the  examination,  as  far  as 
the  point  due  north  of  Vincennes,  where  that  river  ceases  to  be 
the  boundary  of  the  two  states,  but  declined  going  beyond  the  au- 
thority given  by  the  statute.  In  the  belief  however,  that  the 
Legislature  would  incline  to  accord  with  the  wishes  ot  Illinois  on 
that  subject,  and  perhaps  to  authorize,  even  a  more  extensive  ex- 
amination, the  commissioner  on  the  part  of  this  state  was  re- 
quested^  to  collect  all  the  information  he  could,  on  the  subject  of 
olsStructions  to  the  navigation  pf  that  stream,  from  Vincennes  tc- 
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the  i^ortage  near  Fort  Wayne.  On  this  subject,  an  unofficial  let- 
ter lias  been  received  from  Mr.  Polke,  an  extract  from  which,  to- 
gether with  tiie  report  of  the  commissioners,  is  submitted  for  your 
consideration.  The  navigation  of  tiie  Wabash,  is  justly  consid= 
ered  of^reat  importance,  to  (he  people  oJ"  Illinois,  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly of  greater  importance  to  the  people  of  Indiana.  Every  cor- 
rect infonnation  on  this  sul^ject,  though  at  a  period  in  which  the 
Treasury  casi  afford  very  little  to  the  purposes  of  internal  im- 
provement, will  it  is  presumed,  he  acceptable  to  tlie  Legislature. 

I  have  also  received  from  the  Gt)vernor  of  Illinois,  sundry  re- 
solutions of  the  Legislature  of  lliat  state,  on  the  subject  of  the 
claim  originated  by  the  state  of  Maryland,  to  grants  of  land  from 
the  United  States,  for  the  purposes  of  education.  These  have 
been  forwarded  for  the  Legislature  of  this  state. 

A  comujunication  has  also  been  received  from  the  ''President  of 
the  hoard  of  canal  commissioners  of  Illinois,"  enveloping  "an  act 
to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  internal  navigation  of  that 
state."  The  object  of  this  communication  is,  to  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  this  state,  to  the  subject  of  "connecting  the  navigation  of 
the  Wabash,  and  tlve  Maumee  rivers,  by  canal  communication." 
This  subject  and  communication,  are  likewise  refered  to  your 
consideration. 

A  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  on 
(he  subject  of  fugitives  from  labour,  has  been  received,  and  is  al« 
so  laid  before  you. 

1  have  received  from  the  Governots  of  New  York  and  Georgia, 
resolutions  of  the  Legislatures  of  those  states,  expressive  of  their 
opinion,  unfavourable  to  any  amendment  of  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  so  as  to  confine  the  General  Government  in 
establishing  banks,  or  other  monied  institutions,  to  the  District 
of  Columbia.  A  similar  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  Massa- 
chusetts has  also  been  received  ;  all  of  which  are  laid  before  you. 

In  the  present  embarrassed  condition  of  the  finances  of  the 
state,  you  will  reasonably  expect  to  detote  much  of  your  atten- 
tion to  the  revenue.  V'ou  will  expect  to  be  informed  of  the  a- 
mount  of  the  state  debt — of  the  current  expenditures  of  the  Go- 
vernment, and  of  the  competency  or  otherwise  of  the  revenue  ia 
existence,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  ensuing  year.  Much  of 
this  duty  more  properly  belongs  to  the  Treasurer  of  state,  who 
will  in  due  time  give  you  information  on  these  subjects,  more 
specially  than  will  be  attempted  in  this  communication  For  the 
present,  suQice  it  to  say.  that  the  state  debt,  including  the  bonds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  with  inrerest 
thereon.  Treasury  nates  outstanding,  and  audited  warrants  in 
circulation,  amounted  on  the  SOth  day  of  November,  1822,  to 
5830,338,  and  if  the  appropriation  for  the  Court  house  at  Jndian- 
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apolis,  be  taken  info  the  account,  88,000  may  be  added  to  that 
sum. 

The  state  debt,  including  the  bonds  aforesaid,  Treasury  notes 
and  audited  warrants  in  circulation,  amounted  on  the  £9th  day 
of  November  last,  to  g)28,339,  to  which,  some  claims  not  yet  pre- 
sented to  the  auditor,  say  gS.OOO  may  be  added  ,  as  al^o  part  of 
the  appropriation  to  the  Court  House  at  indianapolis,  which  re- 
mains unpaid. 

The  revenue  assessed  for  state  purposes,  during  the  fiscal 
year,  which  terminated  on  the  30th  duy  of  November,  1822,  and 
which  was  payable  by  law,  into  the  Treasury,  on  the  second 
Monday  of  Decamber  last,  after  deducting  the  commission  allow- 
ed for  collection,  amounting  as  per  annual  statement  of  the  au- 
ditor, to  gSO,000,  of  that  siun  only  S2S,320  53  have  been  paid, 
and  the  sum  total  of  the  receipts  is  to  the  Treasury  for  the  last 
year,  ending  the  29th  of  November  last,  amounted  to  S28,3£9  60. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Government  during  that  year,  amount- 
ed to  ^26,59  2  62. 

The  revenue  assessed  the  last  year,  and  which  ought  to  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury  on  Monday  next,  cannot  be  known  at 
the  ofBce  of  the  Auditor,  owing  to  the  negligence  of  some  of  the 
clerks  in  iiot  forwarding  statements  to  that  office. 

The  revenue  of  the  state  stand§  pledged  for  the  redemption 
of  the  Treasury  notes  outstanding  in  amount  near  S  20,000. 
This  sum  With  the  principal  and  interest  now  due,  on  the  trans- 
fered  bonds,  and  the  audited  warrants  in  circulation,  is  that  for 
which  special  provision  is  necessary  to  be  made  at  the  present 
session  ;  for  the  revenue  shortly  payable,  under  the  present 
mode  of  collecting,  cannot  be  estimated  v.rith  any  kind  of  safety, 
as  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenditures  of  the 
year 

The  means  to  which  you  will  most  naturally  look  are  a  loanj 
Or  the  re-issue  of  Treasury  notes.  To  the  re-issue  of  Treasury 
notes  if  possible  to  avoid  it,  there  are  the  most  solid  objections. 
They  do  not  answer  the  purposes  ot  a  circulating  medium,  for 
which  they  were  originally  intended.  They  are  a  depreciated 
currency,  the  existence  of  which,  is  onlj>  valuable  to  brokers,  and 
exchange  dealers,  while  they  are  prejudicial  to  the  creditors  of 
the  state,  who  are  compelled  to  receive  them.  Their  existence 
is  prejudicial  to,  and  retards  the  collection  of  the  revenue  ;  for 
individuals  with  good  funds,  will  hesitate  to  pay,  while  a  pros- 
pect remains  of  purchasing  depreciated  Treasury  notes  for  the 
payment  of  their  taxes  5  and  this  evil  is  believed  to  be  of  seri- 
ous magnitude. 

But  the  next  consideration  is,  can  a  loan  be  obtained  ?  En- 
quiry during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  has  been  made  on  this 
subject,  the  result  of  which  is,  that  a  partial  loan  at  least,  can  be 
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oiitaiiied.  Would  it  not  then  be  better,  to  authorize  a  loan  to  a  cer 
tain  amount,  and  in  tlie  event  of  tlie  whole  sum,  not  being  pro- 
cuijmI,  to  authorize  the  re-issue  of  the  residue  of  that  sum  iQ 
Treasury  notes  ?  Should  a  loan  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be  ob- 
tained, in  Treasury  paper  only,  the  5)dvanta2;c  of  even  this 
wuuid  he  f^reat.  It  would  take  that  amount  from  circulation, 
atid  put  the  balance  outstanding,  at  par,  or  nearly  so,  and  it 
would  relieve  the  state,  (rum  the  iuiputation.  of  encouraginj;  a  de- 
preciated circulating  medium,  a  species  of  banking  without  cap- 
ital, which  she  wholly  discountenances  in  others. 

Another  means  of  iiscal  supply  for  the  present  would  be,  the 
bringing  into  the  Treasury  the  county  Seminay  funds;  and  this 
measure  is  perhaps  more  loudly  demanded  for  the  safety  of  the 
funds,  than  for  the  aid  of  tlie  state.  It  is  hazarding  little  to  say 
that  in  many  of  the  counties,  these  funds  have  not  the  best  man- 
agement. By  the  existing  laws,  the  Trustees  of  the  cnunfy  sem- 
inaries, are  authorized  to  loan  them  to  individuals,  and  would 
they  not  be  safer,  in  the  hands  of  the  state  ?  The  Trustees  have 
six  per  cent,  lor  their  services,  and  this  would  be  saved  to  the 
funds.  These  funds  ought  to  be  permitted  to  grow  to  a  consid- 
erable amount,  before  their  appropriation  to  seminary  purposes  ; 
and  being  in  the  Treasury  of  the  state,  they  would  be  in  less 
danger  of  disbursement,  before  they  could  he  useful, to  education 
and  the  purposes  of  the  constitution.  But  the  Legislature  ought 
not  to  bring  these  funds  into  the  Treasury  ivith  a  view  of  paying 
interest  for  them,  longer  than  the  Treasury  might  require  their 
use  or  with  a  view  of  retaining  them,  after  the  existence  of  sem- 
inaries, in  tlie  various  counties  might  require  their  employment. 
AVhen  the  Treasury  should  be  in  a  condition  no  longer  to  require 
flieir  aid,  which  ought  to  be  the  case  in  a  very  few  years,  it 
would  then  be  a  question  for  Legislative  consideration,  whether 
the  advantage  of  these  funds  would  be  best  consulted,  by  re- 
maining in  the  Treasury  without  interest,  or  by  their  return  to 
the  hands  of  trustees,  under  the  present;  or  a  similar  system. 

The  competency  of  the  revenue,  depends  on  the  certainty- 
and  promptitude  of  its  collection,  as  well,  as  its  nominal  amount. 
The  law  ought  to  require  collectors,  to  give  special  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  that  duty. 

At  present  there  is  no  provision,  compelling  the  sheriff  as 
collector,  to  give  any  other,  than  the  bond  he  is  required  to  exe- 
cute, before  he  enters  en  the  discharge  of  the  duties  ot  his  office: 
and  when  ary  other  person  becomes  collector  there  is  no  posi- 
tive law  requiring  such  person  to  give  bond  at  all.  A  certified 
copy  of  the  bonds  of  sheriffs  and  collectors,  ought  to  be  forward- 
ed to  the  office  of  the  Auditor,  and  not  to  that  of  the  Secretary 
of  state.  The  informality  and  insufficiency  of  t!ie  bonds  of  pub- 
lic officers^  is  another  defect  in  our  laws^,  which  call  loudly  for 
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Legislative  interposition.  These  considerations  will  present 
you  in  one  view  with  great,  and  in  some  instances,  insurmounta- 
ble difficulties  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue.  The  present 
system,  makes  it  uncertain  whether  the  sheriff';  or  some  other 
person  is  collector.  No  bond  to  shew  that  fact,  is  ever  filed  in 
the  Auditor's  office,  and  in  but  fev/ instances  is  the  law  complied 
with,  which  requires  certified  copies  to  be  filed  in  the  office  ot 
the  Secretary  of  state.  Of  course  it  cannot  he  known  at  the 
proper  department,  who  is  accountable  for  the  revenue  of  the  va- 
rious counties  ;  and  where  accounts  are  forwarded  by  the  Audi- 
tor to  attornies  for  collection,  they  have  in  some  instances  to 
search  the  Clerks'  offices,  for  the  Collectors'  bonds,  where  they 
irequently  find,  loose  informal  ones,  and  in  some  cases  none  at 
all.'  Judgments  in  these  various  and  numerous  ways  are  pre- 
vented from  being  obtained,  and  the  tardy  payments  of  leisure 
and  convenience  to  the  collector,  have  in  some  instances  to  be 
submitted  to,  as  the  only  mode  of  settlement  with  them.  This 
state  of  things,  need  only  be  presented  to  your  view,  to  obtain 
its  appropriate  remedy. 

For  remedy  of  these  evils,  it  is  believed  the  best  mode  will  be, 
to  put  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of  the  state  into  the  hands  of 
the  Attorney  General,  and  make  the  collectors  suable  in  the 
Circuit  Court,  at  the  seat  of  government.  The  per  centage  at 
present  allowed  to  attornies  for  that  service  will  be  sufficient. 
The  fact  of  suit  so  far  from  home,  will  be  a  stimulus  to  the  collect- 
ors in  distant  counties,  to  make  such  suit  unnecssary.  An  equi- 
table remedy  where  the  bond  should  be  found  insufficient,  and 
where  there  might  be  no  bond  at  all.  should  be  created  against 
them.— To  prove  that  they  had  received  the  duplicates,  and  that 
they  were  sherifFs  or  collectors  in  their  counties,  should  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  sum  stated  in  the  duplicates.  The  burden  of  proof, 
for  every  thing  exculpatory,  ought  to  be  put  upon  them.  A  cer- 
tain interest  too,  not  to  be  affected  by  the  contingency  of  judg- 
ments- ought  to  ensue  a  failure,  (say  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent- 
um per  annum,  from  the  time  payment  became  due  until  it  should 
be  made)  and  let  this  calculation  and  settlement  rest  with  the 
Auditor.  This  might  be  in  addition  to  the  ten  per  cent,  now 
consequent  on  judgments,  or  in  lieu  thereof.  With  these  incen- 
tives to  industry  and  punctuality,  there  can  be  no  doiibt,  but  that 
collections  of  the  revenue  wt)u!d  not  only  be  much  more  prompt 
and  certain,  but  that  in  some  instances  there  would  be  greater 
amounts  paid. 

The  duplicates  might  be  delivered  to  the  collectors  sooner. 
They  should  be  authorr/,ed  to  collect,  and  required  to  pay  into 
ihe  Treasury  at  an  earlier  day,  than  that  prescribed  by  law. 

It  is  confidently  believed,  that  if  these  changes  had  taken 
piace  in  the  collecting  system  last  year,  and  the  seminary  funds 
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been  brought  into  the  Treasury,  that  we  would  now  have  beeri 
aliea<l  of  our  present  condition,  eight  or  ten  tliousand  dollars. 
And  it  is  as  confidently  believed,  that  if  those  measures  be  adopt- 
ed this  year,  we  shall  be  able  at  our  next  meeting,  to  lessen  the 
burdens  upon  agriculture,  or  dispense  with  some  oiher  object  of 
taxation.  There  is  however  connected  with  this  opinion,  a  be- 
lief that  the  objects  of  appropriation  for  the  present  and  future 
years  until  the  state  debt  be  paid,  will  not  be  as  numerous,  a& 
tbose  of  the  past  year.  The  Penitentiary  will  not  require  so 
great  an  appropriation,  and  tl»e  Indianapolis  fund,  will  probably 
meet  the  demands  of  the  state  in  that  quarter,  in  the  erecting  of 
public  buildings. 

On  the  subject  too  of  taxes  on  unlisted  lands,  some  further 
accountability  of  the  collectors  i^  necessary.  This  opinion  is 
founded  on  the  fact,  that  this  provision  of  the  revenue  laws,  has 
heretofore  been,  almost  entirely  inoperative.  Very  few  collect- 
ors since  its  enactment,  appear  (o  have  taken  any  notice  of  it. 

Connected  with  the  state  debt,  I  lay  before  you  voluminous 
documents,  giving  a  history  of  the  cancelling  on  the  10th  and 
17th  of  September  1822,  of  §25,397  of  the  then  existing  state 
debt.  These  documents  have  been  received,  with  a  request, 
that  they  might  be  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  Legislature. 

On  the  subject  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President,  no 
provision  authorizing  their  election   by  the   people,  has  as  yet 
been  adopted.     Permit  me  to  refer  this  subject  to  your  favoura 
ble  consideration. 

Some  Legislative  definition  seems  necessary,  to  that  clause  of 
the  constitution  which  declares,  that  "  no  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  shall  be  in  force,  until  it  shall  have  been  published  in 
print" 

Legislative  construction,  seems  also  necessary  on  that  clause 
of  the  constitution,  which  directs  the  transmission  of  the  returns, 
and  the  counting  of  votes  for  Governor  and  Lieut.  Governor. 
How,  when,  and  where  the  validity  of  the  returns  for  those  ofiBcera 
are  to  be  tested  and  determined,  ought  to  be  regulated  by  law. 

In  the  criminal  code;  it  is  believed  that  some  salutary  im- 
provement may  be  made,  in  the  gradation  of  punishments.  Foc 
some  descriptions  of  larceny,  a  year's  confinement  io  hard  la- 
bour, and  the  cells  in  the  state  prison,  is  certainly  too  severe. 

In  the  management  of  tljat  institution,  experience  has  shewn, 
that  further  legislation  is  necessary.  Responsibility  for  the  sale 
keeping  of  the  prisoners,  ought  to  be  connected  with  a  controul 
over  the  prison.  This  should  be  required  of,  and  given  te  the. 
Agent  or  the  Keeper.  This  subject  will  however,  be  probably 
represented  to  you  by  the  officers  (»f  the  institution,  more  correct- 
ly and  more  in  detail,  than  roy  means  of  information,  will  enab!-:^ 
roe  to  present  it. 
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In  the  prosecution  of  jour  arduous  duties,  on  these  and  all  o- 
ther  subjects  which  may  come  before  you,  it  will  give  ine  great 
pleasure,  to  aftord  you  every  aid  within  the  sphere  of  mj  consti- 
ttLtional  powers.

The  following  message  was  received,  from  the  Governor,  bj 
Mr.  Payne,  his  private  secretary,  to  wit; 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  of  the 

House  of  Representatives, 

Herewith  is  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  a  compilation- 
of  the  laws,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  "An  act  providing  for 
the  revision  and  compilation  of  the  statute  laws  of  this  state," 
passed  December  31st,  1822, 

The  statute  authori^-ing  this  compilation,  vested  no  power  in 
the  revisor  to  alter  ov  amend  the  existing  laws.  This  in  many 
instances  rendered  the  execution  of  the  work  more  difficult,  and 
this  difficulty  in  some  cases,  induced  a  departure  from  tlie  letter 
of  the  revision  act  in  the  interpolation  of  some  amendments,  and 
a  change  of  some  provisions  in  the  statute  book.  This  however 
has  not  been  done  but  in  cases  where  reasons  the  most  obvious 
and  strong  dictated  ;  cases  few  in  number,  generally  expletive  in 
tlieir  character,  and  which  for  the  most  part  are  pointed  out  in 
this  report,  that  they  may  be  seen,  approved  of,  or  rejected  by  the 
Legislature. 

To  this  class  of  cases  may  be  referred  an  amendment  of  the 
last  session  to  the  execution  law,  and  in  transferring  of  which 
to  the  revised  bill,  the  distinction  is  done  away  betwixt  judgments 
replevied  and  judgments  not  replevied  in  the  sale  of  real  pro- 
perty on  execution.  This  was  believed  to  be  the  meaning  of  the. 
Legislature  which  enacted  it,  and  this  construction  too  accord? 
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mth  a  iate  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  provision  itself. 

To  this  act  a  section  is  also  added,  authori'/,in<5  a  release  oV  the 
body  taken  on  a  ca.  sa.  on  del iverins:  property  to  the  sheriff' suffi- 
cient in  his  estimation  to  satisfy  the  judgment. 

In  the  practice  act,  a  provision  is  incorporated  for  taking  de- 
positions de  bene  esse.  To  the  act  to  provide  for  commissioning 
sheriffs  and  coroners,  a  section  is  attaclied  re^juiring  those  offi- 
cers when  appointed  pro.  tem.  to  give  bond  and  security  ;  and 
authorizing  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such  offices  at  tiie  ensuing 
general  election  :  Also  a  provision  for  vacancies  which  liappen 
immediately  preceding  a  general  election,  and  vv'here  no  pro. 
tern,  appointment  oi-  writ  of  election  can  issue  intervening  such 
vacancy  and  election. 

The  great  defects  in  the  law  of  executors  and  administrators 
are  generally  admitted.  The  statutes  on  this  subject,  after  the 
most  careful  compilation,  presented  a  rude  mass  of  materials,  in- 
capable of  forming  a  good  system  : — The  sections  particularly  on 
the  subject  of  distribution,  appeared  to  have  too  much  ambiguity 
to  make  them  sufficiently  certain  by  any  rule  of  legal  construc- 
tion : — Accordingly  a  probate  system  entirely  new,  has  been  pre- 
pared and  is  presented  for  your  consideration.  Should  this  be 
rejected,  the  compilation  of  the  aid  system  is  completed  and  needs 
only  to  be  copied. 

That  presented  however,  has  l>€en  selected  with  the  greatest 
care,  principally  from  the  revised  codes  of  other  states — its  pro- 
visions have  been  tested  by  experience  elsewhere,  and  would 
no  doubt,  if  adopted,  be  valuable  here. 

A  section  has  been  attached  to  the  practice  act,  declaring  that 
bonds  given  by  public  officers  and  recognizances  required  by  law, 
shall  not  be  void  for  want  of  form  ;  and  that  when  such  bond  or 
recognizance  hai  not  the  substantial  matter  required  by  law,  the 
principal  obligor  and  his  securities  shall  not  on  that  account  be 
dischari^ed,  but  shall  be  equitably  bound  to  the  state  or  the  party 
interested. 

A  provision  has  also  been  inserted  in  the  "act  to  provide  for 
the  partition  of  real  estate"  authorizing  the  commissioners  iC 
thereunto  required,  to  assign  and  set  over  to  the  widow  her 
dower  when  called  upon  to  partition  decedents  estates  among  the 
heirs. 

The  above  will  be  sufficient  to  show  the  nature  of  the  amend- 
ments introduced,  and  will  be  found  to  specify  those  which  are 
the  most  important. 

But  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  many  imperfections  and  im- 
proprieties have  suggested  themselves,  whereas  the  authority  was 
pot  given,  the  lil)ert|;  has  not  been  taken  of  inserting  amendments 


Some  definition  ougiit  to  be  given  to  the  equitable  title  i;- 
which  the  widow  is  by  law  entitled  to  dower. 

Some  further  provision  also  is  necessary  in  the  law  prescribing 
the  mode  of  changing  the  venue,  so  as  to  change  the  vecue  \o  a 
different  circuit  in  chancery  cases,  where  the  presiding  judge  is 
interested,  or  where  he  has  been  professionally  concerned.  For 
such  cases,  no  other  provison  at  present  exists  than  a  direct 
transfer  to  the  supreme  court,  by  which  the  parties  lose  the 
benpfit  of  a  decision  in  the  circuit,  and  are  conipeiled  to  submit 
to  the  only  decision  which  the  law  gives  in  the  case. 

In  revising  the  laws  on  the  subject  ot  the  judiciary,  the  powcrc; 
and  duties  of  the  court  of  probate,  have  been  collected  into  a 
short  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  establish  courts  ol  probate."  No 
law  heretofore  gave  that  court  a  name  and  it  has  been  called  into 
existence  only  by  the  acts  prescribing  the  duties  of  its  judges.  A 
section  should  be  added  giving  it  a  seal. 

The  plan  of  the  revision  now  presented  is  that  pointed  out  by 
the  statute  authorizing  it,  with  departures  however  therefrom  in 
some  instances,  which  it  seemed  impossible  to  avoid.  The  stat- 
utes on  the  same  subject,  have  been  presented  in  one  view.  The 
boundaries  of  the  counties  have  been  collected  into  one  act,  ia 
which  many  sections  at  first  necessary  for  the  formation  of  new 
counties,  are  excluded. 

In  designating  the  boundaries  however,  there  is  more  proba- 
bility of  error  from  the  many  changes  and  uncertain  descriplions 
of  the  laws  fixing  them,  than  perhaps  in  any  other  part  of  ths 
work. — The  boundaries  of  some  of  the  old  counties  could  only 
be  traced  by  those  of  contiguous  ones,  and  in  some  instances  no 
traces  of  original  boundary  can  be  found  in  the  statute  books. 

The  sections  on  the  subject  of  county  libraries,  and  of  the  ten 
per  centum  reserved  by  the  constitution  for  that  purpose,  have 
been  left  out,  and  general  provisions  on  those  subjects  introduced 
elsewhere. 

Interspersed  through  the  books  are  found  many  statutes  which 
have  never  been  amended — these  have  been  generally  left  as 
they  were  found,  and  are  reported  by  their  titles — those  of  them 
which  are  general  in  their  operation,  and  public  in  their  charac- 
ter, it  would  be  advisable  to  transfer  to  the  revised  code  ;  but  a 
large  mass  of  them  are  private  acts,  such  as  the  incorporation  of 
towns,  bridge  companies,  &c.  which  it  would  seem  unnecessary 
to  reprint  in  any  other  way  than"  by  their  titles. 

In  the  acts  of  incorporation  where  the  existence  of  a  statute 
beyond  a  specified  time  depends  on  conditions,  it  is  ptobable  some 
acts  may  be  reported  as  in  force,  which  ate  not  so — such  cases 
are  specially  referred  to  the  representatives  who  are  from  tbei- 
vicmity. 
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in  t;ie  execution  of  this  wnrk,  I  am  indebted  to  the  .assistance 
«ij  Judge  Scott,  for  thi?  judicial y — Judge  Ilolman,  for  the  prac- 
tice act — and  to  the  'rieasuier  of  state,  for  the  law  of  executors 
and  adiiiiiiistrators  and  the  criminal  code. 

To  Judge  Parke  1  am  indebted  forabrief  of  the  British  statutes 
in  force  in  this  state.  Some  <d'  these  have  been  transferred  to  the 
revised  bills.  The  most  of  the  residue  are  either  substantially 
introduced  into  our  code  already,  or  are  so  much  incumbered, 
with  extraneous  matter,  or  t'le  obscurity  of  the  dark  ages  of  Brit- 
ish jurisprudence  that  it  has  been  thought  i)est  not  to  bring  them 
into  the  compilation.  They  are  however,  in  a  situation  to  be  in- 
spected by  committees  of  the  Legislature,  who  may  be  able  to 
judge  of  the  propriety  of  inserting  or  lejecting  them. 

It  is  tny  own  opinion,  that  our  code  can  be  but  little  benefited 
^y  a'l  the  gleanings  which  can  he  made  from  the  British  statute 
books  Tlie  references  to  British  lavv  which  are  so  frequently 
made  in  our  courts  ofjustice,  are  almost  entirely  to  reports  of 
judicial  decisions  and  not  to  the  acts  of  parliament.  Lest  how- 
ever, any  tiling  may  be  omitted  which  a  particular  occasion  might 
deem  important,  it  has  been  thought  prudent  to  retain  in  our 
code,  *'an  act  declaring  what  laws  shall  be  in  force"  and  for  the 
§aine  reason  that  part  of  the  practice  act  has  been  retained,  which 
declares  the  British  statutes  of  jeofails,  &c.  in  force  in  this  state, 
tho'  it  is  not  known  that  there  is  any  provision  in  those  acts  of 
parliament  which  are  not  substantially  and  in  sufficient  detail  in- 
troduced into  our  statutes. 

To  the  Secretary  of  state  I  am  indebted  for  copying  the  work, 
whose  services  are  referred  to  the  Legislature  for  the  compensa- 
tion to  which  they  are  entitled. 

This  work  however  far  short  it  may  fall  of  your  expectations 
or  my  own  wishes,  is  one  of  much  labor;  and  whether  it  may 
have  the  good  fortune  to  meet  your  approbation  or  not,  it  is  con- 
fidently hoped  and  believed,  that  it  will  be  found  useful  in  re- 
lieving the  Legislature  from  a  great  mass  of  labor  in  any  revision 
which  they  may  procur«  or  adopt.  In  this  hope  and  with  this 
•wish,  it  is  most  respectfully  submitted,  and  with  no  other  request 
in  relation  to  it — than  that  in  this  spirit  it  may  be  received. 

Should  a  revised  code  be  adopted  at  the  present  session,  per- 
mit me  to  suggest,  that  it  would  be  desirable,  that  the  person  ap- 
pointed to  superintend  the  printing,  should  be  authorized  to 
preface  it  with  the  Declaration  of  Independence— -The  act  of 
cession  of  Virginia,  by  which  that  state  ceded  to  the  United 
States  the  Territory  North  West  of  the  Ohio  river— The  Ordin- 
ance of  Congress  for  the  goverinnent  of  that  Territory — The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  with  its  amendments — The 
^ct  of  Congress  to  enable  the  people  of  the  Indiana  Territory  tr 
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form  a  constitu,tlon  and  state  government — Tiie  Constitution  ol 
the  state  of  Indiana,  and  the  Ordinance  of  the  Convention  ac- 
cepting the  propositions  of  Congress. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested,  that  copies  for  exchange  with  oth- 
er states,  at  least,  ought  to  be  well  bound  and  lettered  :  also  a 
few  copies  for  the  Secretary's  office,  and  for  the  use  of  the  Su- 
preme and  Circuit  Courts.  The  residue  of  the  copies  might  he 
half  bound  or  bound  in  boards. 

Having  but  one  copy  of  the  bills,  and  tliose  appertaining  to  rev- 
enue, belonging  in  the  first  instance  to  the  House  Representa- 
tives»  1  submit  to  that  branch  of  the  Legislature  the  revision  in 
toto,  to  be  communicated  to  the  Senate  and  to  take  whatever 
course  the  interchange  Oif  business  and  the  order  of  the  two 
Houses  mav  direct.

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No  menus  of  liquidating  these  sums  immediately  are  posses- 
sed  by  the  state,  but  if  the  present  rates  of  taxation  are  continu- 
ed, the  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when  it  will  be  relieved  from 
embarrassment.

States.  Viewing  the  ultimate  effects  which  Congressional  cau- 
cusing may  produce  on  the  liberties  of  the  American  people,  as 
frau;;ht  with  the  most  dangerons  and  deleterious  consequences, 
and  which,  if  not  checked  in  its  progress  may  imperceptibly  be* 
come  a  vehicle  through  which  a  spirit  of  political  intrigue  and  ma- 
nagement may  be  effected,  tending  in  its  consequences  to  the 
subversion  of  a  free  and  independent  exercise  of  the  elective  fran- 
chise, on  the  preservation  of  which  in  its  purity,  our  happiness 
and  prosperity  as  a  free  and  independent  nation  mainly  depend  ; 
we  deem  it  a  duty  v.'e  owe  to  the  citizens  of  Indiana,  as  well  as 
the  union  at  large,  to  express  our  disapprobation  of  a  custom, 
drawing  in  its  train  the  long  catalogue  of  evils  that  have  united 
to  destroy  the  ancient  Republics.

Messrs.  Ray  and  Johnson,  entered  the  following  protest,  to 
wit. 

Be  it  remembered,  That  we,  vvliose  names  are  hereunder  writ- 
ten and  hereunto  subscribed,  in  the  names  of  ourselves  and  our 
constituents,  do  hereby  most  solemnly  protest,  against  the  pas- 
sage of  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  on  the  subject  of  caucusing,  for 
the  following,  amongst  divers  other  good  reasons,  to  wit. 

1st.  Because  those  patriotic  wortliies,  whose  masterly  policy 
preeminently  distinguished  them  for  wisdom,  that  formed  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  have  defined  the  duties  of  our 
Representatives  in  Congress,  in  relation  to  the  election  of  Pre- 
sident and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  if  the  same 
should  devolve  upon  them;  (from  which  we  know  they  cannot 
depart.)  and  therefore  do  humblj  conceive  any  inst ruction  hy  us 
to  Congress  on  that  subject  as  idle,  ineffectual  and  dictatorial. 

2d.  Because  the  matter  contained  in  the  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions, is  not  a  legitimate  subject  of  legislation  ;  but  the  same  be- 
longs to  tlie  people  at  large  to  convass,  settle  and  correct. 

3d  Because  we  are  not  authorized  by  our  constituents  to  waste 
our  time  and  their  money,  here,  in  attempting  to  revolutionize  a 
system  of  national  policyj  which  cannot  be  successfully  assailed 
by  the  feeble  voice  of  Indiana. 

4th.  Because  the  example  is  dangerous,  as  tending  to  induce 
legislators  to  abandon  their  constitutional  duty  to  make  laws  for 
the  people  of  the  state,  and  to  encourage  them,  in  the  form  of 
Jeirislation  to  attempt  to  settle  unimportant  questions  of  general 
policy  which  properly  belong  to  the  general  government,  at  the 
expense  of  a  people  already  embarrassed. 

5th.  Because  resolutions  of  this  nature  tend  more  frequently 
to  subserve  private  views,  than  to  advance  the  public  weal. 

Gth.  As  men  we  duly  appreciate  the  preamble  to  the  resolu- 
tions, and  deprecate  the  practice  of  caucusing,  and  deem  it  an 
unwarrantable  attack  upon  the  suffrages  of  the  American  citizen, 
yet  we  hitve  no  powers  delegated  to  us  to  act  solemnly  as  legis- 
lators, on  such  subjects. 

7th.  Some  of  our  objections  would  have  been  silenced  to  the 
resolutions,  if  they  had  contemplated  nothing  more  than  an  ex- 
pression of  our  feeling  on  the  propriety  of  a  congressional  caucus, 
(which  we  unhesitatingly  disapprove;)  but  such  is  not  the  lan- 
guage of  that  document— -it  emphatically  neutralizes  the  exer- 
tions of  our  members  in  Congress  in  favor  of  any  one  man,  should 
other  states  meet  in  caucus.  They  could  not  sanction  by  their 
presence  what  they  are  required  to  suppress.  Therefore,  sin- 
cerely as  we  may  condemn  and  hate  the  practice,  if  there  should 
be  a  caucus,  which  may  result  to  the  injury  of  the  west,  let  In- 
diana have  her  weight  there.

JMichit^an  in  this  state;  with  an  approprlatiori  of  Inds  lor  the 
special  purpose  of  opening  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Craig,  Gray,  Raridon  and  Gregory  be 
that  committee. 

The  engrossed  bill  more  efFcctually  to  prevent  duelling;  the

"Whenever  the  justice  before  whom  any  person  may  be  tried 
for  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  arrested  on  any  criminal  charge, 
shall  discharge  and  acquit  such  person  so  arrested  as  aforesaid^ 
and  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  prosecution  is  malicious  on  the 
part  of  the  prosecuting  witness,  or  witnesses,  and  without  pro- 
bable cause:  such  justice  may  tax  the  cost  against  such  witness, 
or  witnesses,  and  proceed  to  judgment  and  execution  for  the 
same,  as  in  other  cases."

court  on  an  appeal,  where  it  may  have  been  misconceived  in  the 
court  below;  any  thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standitig  "  Which  was  adopted.  And 
Thereupon, 

Mr.  Montgomery  moved  to  amend  the  said  amendment  last 
mentioned,  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words, to  wit  ;  "The 
decision  of  the  circuit  court  shall  be  conclusive  between  the  par- 
ties for  ticcounts  due  and  owing  at  the  same  time  ;  and  whicli  by 
the  rules  of  law,  may  be  consolidated  in  the  same  suit."  Which 
amendment  to  said  amendment  was  also  adopted.

The  Senate  proceeded  to  reconsider  the  vote  given  on  con- 
curring in  the  amendment  made  to  the  aforesoid  bill  in  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  by  striking  out  the  third  section  thereof — which 
reads  in  the  following  words,  to  wit  ? 

"Sec.  3.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  neither  demand  or  receive 
any  fee  or  compensation,  for  services  by  them  performed  in 
criminal  cases  tried  before  them." 

And  the  question  again  recurring,  will  the  Snatp  concur  in 
,  the  amendment  made  in  committee  of  the  whole  by  striking  out 
said  section,  it  was  determined  in  the  aflfirmative,  and  the  said 
setion  stricken  out. 
On  motion, 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  reconsider  their  vote  this  day, 
given  on  concurring  with  the  amendment  made  in  committee  of 
the  whole,  by  adopting  the  section  to  the  said  bill  called  the  4th 
section,  and  which  reads  in  the  following  words,  and  was  origi- 
nally intended  to  have  been  the  5rd  section,  but  adopted  this  day 
as  the  4th  section  of  said  bill  to  wit; 

Sec.  Sd.  Whenever  the  Justice  before  whom  any  person  may 
be  tried  for  a  breach  of  the  peace,  oi  arrested  on  any  criminal 
charge,  shall  discharge  and  acquit  such  person  so  arrested  as  a- 
foresaid,  and  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  prosecution  is  malicious 
on  the  part  of  the  prosecuting  witness  or  witnesses,  and  without 
probable  cause,  such  justice  may  tax  the  costs  against  such  wit- 
jiess  or  witnesses  and  proceed  to  judgment  and  execution  for  the 
same,  as  in  other  cases."

Mr,  Ray  from  the  juiliciary  committee,  now  reported  a  bill  to 
reo-ulate  the  judicial  circuits  and  fixing  the  times  of  holding 
courts  therein  ;  which  was  read  a  first  time,  the  rule  requiring 
bills  to  be  read  on  three  several  days,  dispensed  with,  the  said 
bill  read  a  second  time,  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Senate   and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  this  day. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Payne,  his  private  se- 
cretary, now  informed  the  Senate,  that  he  did  on  this  day,  ap- 
prove and  sign,  "An  act  to  legalize  the  marriage  of  William 
Field  to  Elizabeth  Arbuckle." 

"An  act  regulating  the  taking  up  of  animals  going  estray,  and 
water  crafts  and  other  articles  of  value  adrift,"     And 

'•An  act  amendatory  to  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  for- 
mation of  a  new  county  out  of  0-e  county  of  Delaware — approv- 
ed December  31st,  1821."  All  of  which  originated  in  the  Se- 
nate. 

The  bill  regulating  the  jurisdiction  and  duties  of  justices  of 
the  peace  ;  was  taken  up,  considered  and  various  amendments 
offered  thereto,  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Milroy  then  offered  the  following  amendment,  to  be  an-' 
nexed  to,   and  constitute  a  part  of  the  first  section  of  said  bill, 
to  wit  :— 

"That  in  all  cases  of  unlawful  assemblies,  routs,  riots,  affrays 
and  assaults  and  batteries,  it  shall  be  lawful  and  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  justices  of  the  peace,  in  their  respective  counties  on 
view  or  complaint  on  oath,  to  cause  to  be  arrested  and  brought  he- 
fore  them,  all  persons  engaged  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  misde- 
meanors and  to  issue  process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  all  wit- 
nesses necessary  oa  the  trial  of  such  misdemeanor  ;  and  that  the 
aforesaid  offences  may  be  fully  known  and  understood  by  those 
whoseduty  it  shall  be  to  carry  this  act  into  effect — they  are  known 
and  defined  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Three  or  more  persotus  assembling  together  to  do  an  unlawful 
act,  and  separating  without  doing  or  making  any  motion  towards 
it,  such  persons  are  guilty  of  an  unlawful  assembly. 

Three  or  more  persons  ineeiing  to  do  an  unlawful  act  upon 
common  quarrel,  and  shall  make  some  advances  towards  it,  whe- 
ther they  put  their  intended  purpose  in  execution  or  not,  such 
persons  are  guilty  of  a  rout. 

Three  or  more  persons  actually  doing  an  unlawful  act  of  vio- 
lence, either  with  or  without  a  common  cause  or  quarrel,  as  if 
they  beat  a  man,  pull  down  an  enclosure,  or  do  a  lawful  act  in  a 
violent  and  turbulent  manner,  such  persons  are  guilty  of  a  riot. 
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^  Two  or  more  persoj;is  agreeing  to,  and  actually  fighting  in  an  j 
public  place,  to  the  terror  of  the  citizens,  such  persons  ihall  be 
guilty  of  an  aftray. 

Any  persons  attenrpting;  with  force  and  violence  to  do  a  corpo- 
ral hurt  to  another,  either  by  striking  at  hiip  either  with  or  with- 
out a  weapon,  or  presenting  a  gun  within  such  distarice  as  the 
gun  will  carry,  or  by  any  other  such  act  done  iti  an  angry  and 
threatening  manner,  such'  persons  are  guilty  of  an  assault. 

Any  person  or  persons  in  a  rude,  insolent,  angry  or  revengeful 
manner,  touching,  striking,  beating  or  wounding  any  person  or 
persons,  such  person  or  persons  are  guilty  of  a  baitery,  and  eve 
ry  battery  includes  an  assault. 

And  the  aforesaid  misdemeanors  are  hereby  made  coghizable 
by  justices  of  the  peace  in  their  respective  counties,  under  the  lim- 
itations and  restrictions  hereinafter  prescri()ed,  and  they  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  enter  judgment,  issue  execution  for 
the  collection  of  the  ajpount  of  all  fines,  with  costs  of  prosecu- 
tion that  may  lie  assessed  under  and  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  and  for  failure  to  pay  such  fine  and  costs,  to  commit 
the  defendant  to  the  jail  of  the  proper  county  until  discharged  by 
due  course  of  law. 

When  any  person  or  persons,  may  be  arrested  and  brought  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  charged  with  any  of  the  aforesaid 
misdemeanors,  and  it  shall  appear  to  such  justice  on  his  own 
view  or  examination  of  the  cause,  that  the  misdemeanor  charged 
is  of  a  trivial  nature  ;  and  that  no  material  bodily  hurt  has  been 
received  by  any  person  in  the  perpetration  of  such  misdemeanor^ 
or  that  no  persons  peaceably  devneaning  themselves,  have  been 
put  in  fear  ,  then  in  that  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice 
to  assess  a  fine  proportionate  to  the  offence,  not  exceeding  three 
dollars  on  each  person  so  charged,  if  found  guilty. 

If  it  shall  appear  upon  examination  of  any  cause  arising  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  under  the  provisions  of  tiiis  act,  that  mate- 
rial bodily  hurt  has  been  received  by  any  person  or  persons  in 
the  perpetration  of  the  misdemeanor  ;,charg€d,  or  that  person 
peaceably  demeaning  themselves  nave  been  put  in  fear,  then  ins 
that  case  the  justice  shall  demand  of  the  defendant  or  defendants 
whether  he  or  they  elect  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  before  such  jus- 
tice; and  if  he  or  they  so  elect  to  be  tried  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  justic*^  forthwith  to  cause  a  jury  to  be  empannelled 
and  sworn  to  try  such  cause  or  cau'^ies  ;  and  if  the  jury  find  the 
defendant  or  defendants,  guilty  of  either  «f  the  aforesaid  misde- 
meanors, they  shall  assess  a  fine  on  such  defendant  or  defendants, 
not  less  than  three  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  such  jury;  on  which  verdict  the  justice  shall  enter 
judgment  and  award  execution. 
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If  any  person  or  persons,  charged  before  a  justice  of  the  peacS 
a3  provided  in  this  act,  shall  avail  himself  or  themgelves  of  tlie 
ri^lit  guaranteed  to  the  citizens  ol  this  state,  by  the  twelfth  sec- 
tion of  the  first  article  of  the  constitution,  and  shall  refuse  to  an- 
swer but  on  indictment,  or  it  shall  appear  to  sucii  justice  on  his 
own  view,  or  upon  examination  of  tlic  cause,  that  the  offence 
charged,  is  of  an  ag2;ravated  and  criminal  nature  ;  and  that  the 
life  or  lives  of  some  citizen  or  citizens  have  been  endangered,  or 
that  t!ie  offence  charged,  has  been  perpetrated  in  an  attempt  to 
ci»mmic  some  offence,  that  if  committed  would  have  subjected  the 
offender  to  confinement  in  the  state  prison,  or  other  corporeal 
punishment ;  then  in  every  such  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
justice  to  recognize  the  defendant  or  defendants,  to  appear  at  the 
next  circuit  court  ot  the  proper  county,  with  suflficient  security, 
together  with  the  v^-itnesses,  and  such  recognizance,  dui^;  to  re- 
turn as  prescribed  by  law  in  such  cases;  and  if  a  jury  has  been 
empannelled  before  the  criminality  nf  the  case  was  discovered,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justice,  to  dismiss  the  same  wittiout 
their  trying  the  cause. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  sheriffs  and  their  deputies  in  their 
respective  counties,  and  constables  in  their  townships  to  aid  and 
assist  in  carrying  this  act  into  eff;.'ct,  by  arresting  all  persons 
guilty  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  tliis  act, 
on  being  commanded  by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  if  tl)e  same 
shall  have  taken  place  within  his  view,  or  by  virtue  of  process 
which  shall  or  may  he  issued  on  complaint,  summon  witnesses, 
jurors,  and  do  and  perform  all  such  acts  and  duties  as  shall  or 
mav  be  necessary  to  carry  this  act  into  complete  effect. 

No  person  siiail  be  subject  to  be  indicted  and  punished  in  the 
circuit  court,  for  any  of  the  misdemeanors  punisliable  as  herein 
prescribed,  who  shall  have  been  punished  or  acquitted  for  the 
same  oftence  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  it  shall 
be  lawl'ul  for  any  person  or  persons,  who  may  think  himself  or 
themselves  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
oc  verdict  of  a  jury  in  any  case  arising  under  this  act,  to 
take  an  appeal  from  such  judgment  or  verdict  by  entering  into 
bond  with  security  to  appear  and  abide  the  judgment  of  the  cir- 
cuit court,  at  the  next  term  to  be  holden  for  the  proper  county; 
which  bond  said  justice  shall  deposit  with  the  clerk  of  said  court, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  such  term,  together  with  the  list  of 
witnesses  in  the  cause,  who  shall  be  recognized  to  appear  at  said 
court,  in  the  same  manner  that  witnesses  are  recognized  to  ap- 
pear in  indictable  offences;  and  in  such  appeals  the  court  shall 
hear  and  determine  the  case  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  this  act,  (as  near  as  may  be)  before 
the  justice  of  the  peace,  and  if  the  defendantis  found  guilty,  judg- 
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nient  :iih1  execution  award  in  the  same  manner  as  il  the  sams 
had  been  tried  finally  before  said  jv»stice. 

So  much  of  all  laws  heretofore  in  force  as  comes  within  the 
purview  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Mr.  ^^l!^oy  then  further  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill,  by  ad- 
din*  at  the  end  of  the  18th  seciion,  the  following  pioviso,  to  wit. 

^'Provided  also,  That  in  cases  in  which  the  sutn  in  controver- 
sy, is  tlirec  dollars  or  under,  no  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  shall 
be  lawful;  but  in  such  case  ei'her  party  conceiving  himself  or 
themsplves  agjirieved  by  any  judgment  oi'a  justice  of  the  peac:* 
as  aforesaid,  andmake  oath  that  he  verily  believes  that  justice 
has  not  been  done  him  or  them,  in  the  judgment  complained  of  5 
then  in  that  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice,  to  grant  a 
new  trial  of  the  cause  ;  and  also  a  chan^^e  of  venue,  if  applied 
for  by  either  party,  as  prescribed  in  the  lOth  section  of  this  act; 
but  neither  party  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  new  trial, 
nor  more  than  one  change  of  venue  in  any  one  cau.se,  as  pro\ided 
for  in  this  proviso."  And  on  the  question,  shall  the  said  section 
be  amended  by  adopting  the  said  proviso,  as  a  part  thereof.'^  It  wag 
determined  in  the  negative,  and  the  said  amendment  rejected.

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Stapp  inform  (he  House  of  Representatives 
thereof,  and  request  their  concurrence  therein. 

Mr.  Craig  filed  the  follovving  protest,  to  wit; 

The  undersigned  is  urged  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  his  constitu- 
ents, to  protest  against  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the 
county  commissioners  of  Switzerland  county,  to  hold  an  extra 
session,  for  the  purpose  of  trying  a  pret(  nded  contest  of  the  elec- 
tion of  a  clerk  in  said  county,  on  the  petition  of  Garritt  Perkins 
and  James  Rague  ;  and  does  solemnly  protest  against  the  same<i 
for  the  following  reasons,  to  wit ; 

First.  Because  the  petitioners  are  well  known  to  the  under- 
signed as  men  possessing  no  visible  interest  in  said  county  of 
Switzerland  ,  nor  in  the  pretended  contest  which  they  have  set 
on  foot — and  because  he  believes  they  have  suffered  thetnselves 
to  be  used  as  the  subservient  instruments  of  others,  who  wish  to 
keep  in  the  dark. 

Secondly.  Because  there  was  no  legal  ground  of  contest  set 
forth  in  the  petition  of  said  individuals;  nor  was  it  alleged  that 
the  election  would  have  been  varied,  had  the  votes  which   were 
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improperly  given  or  refused,  been  all  given  to  :iiiy  otiier  candid 
date  than  the  individ  )al  declared  to  be  elected. 

TIjirdij.  A  majority  of  the  Representatives  from  the  county 
of  Switzerland,  vier'.-  decidedly  opposed  to  the  passaj;e  of  said 
act;  and  in  their  'poof^ition,  conscientiously  believe  they  repre- 
sent the  wishes  and  feelings  of  their  constituents. 

Fourthly.  Not  a  particle  of  evidence  other  than  the  sij^nafures 
of  these  obscu.e  petitioners,  has  been  exhibited  to  the  Senate,  in 
support  of  said  act;  while  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  citizens 
of  Switzerland  county,  have  pointedly  remonstrated  against  the 
act  aforesaid.  In  such  a  situation  of  things,  and  with  such  evi- 
der.ces  of  public  sentiment  against  the  hill  to  pass  an  act 
•which  necessarily  causes  the  county  of  Sv\itzerland  to  incur  a 
great  deal  of  expense,  appears  to  the  undersigned  entirely  incon- 
sistent with  the  duties  which  a  legislative  body  owes  to  the  peo- 
ple, and  at  war  with  all  correct  ideas  of  Representation.  To 
cause  two  men  to  be  set  in  successful  opposition,  not  only  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty,  but  likewise  to  the  public  and  authorized  re- 
presentatives ol  a  whole  county,  appears  to  the  undersigned,  ve- 
ry much  like  laying  the  axe  to  the  root  of  our  republican  institu- 
tions, and  a  repetition  of  such  acts,  if  not  checked  in  time,  would 
go  near  to  subvert  every  thing  like  free  government.  For  these 
reasons  the  undersigned  subscribes  this  solemn  protest.

tion of  the  jury  ;  and  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  d<!uble 
the  value  of  the  property  so  stolen,  and  costs  of  prosecution. — 
And  if  the  property  so  stolen  had  not  been  restored  to  the  own- 
er thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  thereof  lor  the  value  of 
such  stolen  property:  and  upon  conviction  for  a  second  offence, 
shall  be  liable  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties,  of  persons  guilty  of 
grand  larceny — and  all  aiders,  abettors,  and  accessaries,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  petit  larceny,  and  sufier  the  same  pains  and  pe- 
nalties of  the  principals."  And  <m  the  question,  will  the  Senate, 
concur  in  the  said  amendment.^  They  ayes  and  noes  being  de-

rent  of  the  lands  and  tenements  so  taken  in  execution,  will  sell 
for  a  sufficient  sum  to  discharge  the  damages  and  costs,  then  in 
that  case,  the  sheriff  or  other  officer,  shall  proceed  to  expose  to 
sate  the  use  of  such  lands  so  taken,  for  ready  money,  to  the  high- 
est bidder,  for  a  sufficient  term  to  pay  the  debt,  costs  and  dama- 
ges ;  provided  nevertheless  that  if  the  clear  profits  of  such  lands 
and  tenements,  shall  not  ^e  found  by  inquest  of  the  jury,  as  afore- 
said, to  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  such  debt,  costs  and  damages,  as 
in  the  execution  mentioned,  in  ten  years.  In  every  such  case, 
the  sheriff  or  otder  officer,  shall  certify  the  same  upon  the  return 
of  such  execution  ;  whereupon,  a  writ  or  writs  of  venditioni  ex- 
ponas shall  forthwith  issue,  to  sell  such  lands  and  tenements  for 
the  best  price  that  it  will  bring,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfyinji,  such 
debt,  damages  and  costs.

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AN  ACT  appointing  Trustees  of  the  School  Lands,  appropria- 
ted by  Congress  fur  tii«  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Illinois 
Grant. 

Skc.  1.  Be  it  enrffed  hy  the  General  As$emhhj  of  tfip  Sfnte  of 
Indiana^  That  John  K.  Graham,  Cieorce  White,  John  Prather, 
James  Scott,  Charles  Bcggs,  Stephen  Hutchins  and 
citizens,  inhal)iting  the  Illinois  Grant,  be  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
p.'iin^ed  T.  ustees  of  the  School  Lands,  appropriated  by  Con- 
gress a«!  aforesaid  and  selected  hy  the  Register  of  the  Brook\ille 
L:ind  OfFice.  amounting  to  six  sections  and  a  half,  or  to  four  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Trustees  shall  meet  in  the  town  of  Charles- 
town  on  tlie  fi'-st  Monday  of  the  next  term  of  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Cark  county,  or  at  such  earlier  time  as  a  nnajority  of  them 
may  agree  upon;  and  before  entering;  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  shall  severally  execute  a  bond  with  security  to  be  approv- 
ed by  the  judges  of  said  court  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, payable  to  the  state  of  Indiana,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  Grant,  and  conditioned  for„  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  under  this  act,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  for  accounting  for  said 
trust  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Clatk  county,  whenever  required  ; 
which  bond  shall  be  filed  hy  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Court  in  his 
office:  and  for  the  breach  .of  any  of  th.e  conditions  thereof  may  at 
any  time  be  put  in  suithy  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  said  coun- 
ty, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  any  or  all  of  said  bonds, 
wiienever  he  has  reason  to  believe  the  said  conditions  or  any  of 
them  have  been  broken. 

Sec.  3.  After  complying  with  the  foregoing  provisions^  the 
said  Trustees  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  President  or 
Chairman,  and  shall  elect  some  suitable  person  as  Secretary, 
whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  proceefllngs 
and  transactions  of  the  said  Trustees  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
ti»at  purpose,  which  book  shall  be  always  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  person  interested  : — and  from  such  Secretary  the 
Trustees  aforesaid  may  exact  such  security  as  they  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper. 

Sec.  4,  The  said  Trustees  shall  lie  known  by  the  name  of 
"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  School  Lands  for  the  Illinois  Grant;'* 
and  by  such  name  shall  be  known  and  recognized  in  law  as  a 
body  corporate  ami  politic,  with  power  to  hold,  possess,  tran>fer, 
and  receive  any  property,  real  or  personal,  for  the  uses  and  trusts 
before  and  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  board  of  Trustees,  qualified  and  organized 
as  above  mentioned,  shall  as  soon  as  conveiiient  transaiit  aa  at- 
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tested  copy  of  this  act  under  the  seal  of  state  to  the  Commissioii- 
^r  General  of  the  Land  Office,  witli  a  request  in  writing  signed 
bj  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  board, 
that  he  would  transmit  to  them  under  their  offirial  name  afore- 
said, a  regular  patent  for  the  six  sections  and  a  half  of  land  ap- 
propriated and  selected  as  afctresaid,  on  the  receipt  of  which, 
they  shall  talte  the  earliest  practicahk  steps  to  have  the  same  re- 
corded in  Mie  county  or  counties  \vhere  the  lands  so  patented  lie, 
after  which  the  orignal  patent  shall  be  preserved  among  the  re- 
curds  of  the  boaixl. 

Sec  6.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  lease  sai«l  laiida 
on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  them  shall  senra  expedient, 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  leases  shall  be  applied,  under  their  di- 
rection, to  the  establishment  and  support  of  schools  for  the  edu- 
cation of  both  sexes,  as  equally  as  may  be  througliout  the  said 
Grant :  Pravided  however.  That  before  a  sum  has  been  accumu- 
lated from  the  leases  aforesaid,  sufticient  in  the  opinion  of  the 
boKrd,  to  authorize  the  distribution  of  the  same  for  the  support  of 
schools,  they  shall  have  power  to  loan  any  monies  arising  from 
said  leases  at  legal  interest,  on  good,  mortgaged,  freehold  securi- 
ty; Provided  also.  That  if  the  sum  of  jive  dollars  per  acre  can 
be  obtained  for  all  or  a  part  of  said  lands  they  shall  have  power 
to  sell  the  same  and  the  fee  simple  thereof  convey  to  the  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers  by  deeds  executed  by  a  majority  of  said 
Trustees  and  attested  by  the  ^secretary. 

Sec  7.  In  case  the  said  board  shall  deem  it  expedient  to 
sell  said  lands  and  shall  actually  sell  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the 
same,  they  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  vest  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sales  in  the  funded  debt  of  the  United  States,  or  \u 
iBank  Stock  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  Slates,  or  to  loan  the  same 
to  private  individuals  at  lawful  interest  on  good  mortgaged  free- 
hold security,  or  to  purchase  other  lands  in  the  Grant  aforesaid  ,- 
but  in  all  cases  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sales  of  said  lands 
shall  be  deemed  a  fund  which  said  board  shall  have  no  power  to 
diminish,  but  the  interest  only  accruing  from  said  fund  shall  be 
expended  for  the  purposes  of  education. 

Sec.  8.  All  donations  of  land  or  other  property^  devises, 
legacies,  and  bequests,  that  may  hereafter  be  raade  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Illinois  Grant,  or  to  the  county  of  Clark,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  education,  shall,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  competent 
authority,  be  vested  in  the  board  of  Trustees  as  above  constitu- 
ted, as  fully  and  completely  to  all  intents  a.*J  purposes  as  the 
lands  herein  named,  appropriated  by  Congress  ;  and  said  board 
shall  have  like  power  and  discretion  over  the  same,  paying  du^ 
regard  in  all  cases  to  the  directions,  requests,  meaning  and  wishes 
of  tb«  donors,  devisors,  and  testator^. 
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Sko.  y.  Tlie  rpgular  ineetin;j;s  of  said  lioard  after  tJieir  oriran- 
JiuUoii  shall  1)1'  lieUi  af  Cluirle?tiivvii  on  the  iiist  day  of  »verjr 
term  or  session  of  the.  Clark  Circuit  Court  and  at  such  other  timed 
as  tliP  hoard  may  dt*fni  necessary  and  e>pedierit. 

ISeo.  10.  In  ordfr  to  secure  the  responsibility,  contemplated 
iin  a  |.)recedin<;  part  of  this  act,  no  husiness  shall  be  transacted  or 
vote  taken  at  atiy  meeting  of  said  board  without  a  majority  of  the 
'  mcm'iers  beinj";  pr<'sent :  and  on  any  proposition  or  question, 
anv  member  shall  have  the  ri^ht  of  demanding  the  ayes  and  noes 
and  have  the  >ame  recordetl  by  the  .Secretary  ;  and  in  case  of  a 
future  question  of  the  violation  of  the  conditions  of  the  bonds 
hi-rein  directed  to  be  given,  any  member  of  saiil  board  prosecuted 
as  herein  prttvided  sliall  have  the  right  to  produce  in  evidence  of 
justification  the  record  ot  his  vote,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof. 

Sko.  11.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  number  of 
Trustees  by  death,  resignation,  reumval.  or  failure  to  attend  the 
meetiiigs  for  one  year,  the  Circuit  (^-ourt  of  Clark  county  shall 
have  power  to  supply  it  by  the  nominatio!)  of  any  citi/.en  irdiab- 
iting  said  Grant  to  such  otljce,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bond 
as  above  prescribed  for  the  Trustees  herein  named  ;  Piovidedf 
That  in  filling  vacancies  the  said  Court  shall  take  care  to  retaiu 
in  said  board,  one  citizen  from  that  part  of  the  said  (irant  which 
is  situated  in  the  county  of  Floyd,  and  one  from  that  part  of  the 
9aid  Grant  situated  in  tlie  county  ol  Scott.
